Has  Had  Exciting  Time  Hunt- 
ing Wild  Animals  With 
Movie  Camera 


Being  charged  by  a wild  bull  moose 
was  one  of  the  exciting  experiences 
which  William  L.  Finley,  Oregon 
naturalist,  author  and  lecturer,  exper- 
ienced when  he  was  photographing  a 
scene  for  his  motion  picture  story, 
“Wild  Animal  Out-Posts.”  He  will 
present  this  picture  in  an  illustrated 
lecture  which  will  be  given  in  College 
Hall  tonight  at  eight  o’clock,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Brigham  Young 
university  Arts  Course  division. 

Mr.  Finley  has  a national  reputation 
as  a photographer  of  wild  animal  life, 
and,  through  his  articles  and  illu- 
strations in  the  Nature  Magazine,  the 
Atlantic  Monthly  and  the  National 
Geographic  magazine,  has  become 
known  to  thousands  of  people  who 
have  never  heard  him  lecture. 

For  the  past  twenty  years  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Finley  have  traveled  from 
Mexico  to  Alaska,  producing  some 
two  hundred  thousand  feet  of  motion 
picture  film  as  well  as  twenty  thous- 
and still  negatives.  They  have  just 
returned  from  a long  cruise  in  the 
Bering  sea  and  along  the  Alaskan 
coast,  and  have  ready  for  .presenta- 
tion this  season  a series  of  pictures 
which  have  not  heretofore  been  shown 
in  his  lectures.

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ADVANTAGES  OF  A WEEKLY 


The  change  to  a weekly  necessitates  various  changes  of 
methods.  Previously  there  was  often  the  problem  of  “killing” 
space.  Now  space  is  at  a premium.  Everything  must  be  told  with 
an  economy  of  words. 

The  situation  ought  to  be  beneficial  in  several  ways.  Writers 
for  the  paper  must  make  every  word  count  and  tell  the  essential 
facts  in  incisive  phrases.  Since  they  can  no  longer  depend  upon 
length  to  give  emphasis  to  a story,  they  will  be  wise  to  employ  a 
picturesque  phraseology — words  that  are  specific,  pictorial,  fraught 
with  significance.  It  will  be  necessary  to  cut  out  all  features  that 
are  not  really  timely  and  worthwhile.  Publicity  will  often  have 
to  be  sacrificed  for  the  sake  of  news.  ' 

For  events  which  occur  shortly  after  distribution  of  the  paper 
on  Wednesday,  a “feature-writing  style”  which  has  more  color  than 
the  bare-fact  news-story  will  add  interest. 

All  this  should  make  for  concentrated  worth  and  readability.

VISITOR  LIKES  OUR  LIBRARY 


“What  a large  study  hall,”  said  a visitor  upon  entering  the 
Heber  J.  Grant  Library.  “Yes,”  he  continued,  “this  is  certainly  a 
splendid  reading  room ; the  most  attractive  I have  seen  in  the  inter- 
mountain West.  What  number  will  it  seat?”  “About  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five,”  replied  the  librarian. 

“Would  you  like  to  view  the  books  in  the  stacks?”  asked  the 
guide  after  she  had  shown  the  stranger  some  of  the  prized  trea- 
sures on  the  shelves  of  the  reading  room.  The  reply  was,  no.  But 
she  went  on  to  tell  him  more  about  the  library.  “There  are  now 
sixty  thousand  and  four  books — nearly  double  the  number  in 
November  1925  when  31,776  books  were  moved  into  their  new 
home.  Last  year  over  a thousand  different  books  were  added  and 
they  are  coming  in  constantly.  Our  magazine  department  of  the 
library  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  state.  We  have  the  leading  maga- 
zines and  U.  S.  bulletins.  They  are  bound  and  preserved  for 
future  reference.”  This  ended  the  conversation  but  I thought  of  the 
words  of  the  philosopher,  “If  you  would  leave  a record  of  your 
life  on  earth,  either  do  something  worth  writing  about,  or  write 
something  others  will  find  worth  reading.”

When  the  world’s  black  and  the 
future  a hazy  mist,  a friend  is  a 
handy  thing  to  have.  Life  is  a story 
with  many  and  varied  hues. 

A little  girl  nine  years  of  age  ran 
home  from  school  one  afternoon  with 
agitation  expressed  in  every  move- 
ment of  her  body  and  every  sound  of 
her  voice.  She  carried  a small  bundle 
under  her  coat.  The  quick  nervous 
steps  as  she  went  up  the  stairs  to 
her  room  caused  only  an  indifferent 
glance  from  the  trustful  and  less 
tempermental  mother  of  the  girl. 
Novels  were  ushered  into  the  house 
for  about  ten  years  in  this  manner. 
The  youthful  lover  of  novels  thus 
gave  herself  the  opportunity  of  study- 
ing that  which  she  liked.  Her  father, 
a recent  convert  to  the  Mormon 
faith,  didn’t  approve  of  this  type  of 
reading. 

The  graceful,  little  dark-haired 
girl  played  along  the  bubbling  streams 
of  springtime.  She  traveled  from 
country  to  country  in  the  created  at- 
mosphere of  fiction.  She  learned  the 
stimululating  art  of  music  and  ac- 
quired the  friendship  of  her  piano. 

She  was  married  in  the  spring  after 
her  second  year  of  high  school.  Seven 
weeks  of  happy  life  sang  their  song, 
then  an  accident  took  the  life  of  her 
husband.  The  scene  was  near  the 
residence  of  her  parents.  The  terri- 
ble, discouraging  blackness  of  the 
world  played  fiercely  upon  the 
emotions  of  the  already  “high-strung’’ 
girl. 

She  was  not  prepared  to  meet  the 
world  of  finance  with  but  two  years 
of  high  school  work.  There  was, 
however,  enough  money  to  pay  for 
one  year  of  school.  Utah  and  Mor- 
monism  sounded  friendly  to  her  be- 
cause she  was  a Latter-day  Saint. 


According  she  left  her  home  and 
parents  in  Colorado  and  came  to  Salt 
Lake  City  where  she  finished  a year 
of  business  college — the  one  quick 
way  to  a job. 

Business  was  not  a part  of  her 
nature  and  she  disliked  it.  The  love 
of  teaching  came  to  her  rescue.  In 
1918  she  found  satisfaction  in  teach- 
ing at  the  Wasatch  high  school.  The 
next  year  a position  as  instructor  in 
office  practice  at  the  Brigham  Young 
university  presented  itself  and  was 
gladly  accepted.  This  last  position 
gave  opportunity  for  her  to  study  in 
those  fields  in  which  her  interest  was 
centered. 

In  1924  she  received  an  A.  B.  de- 
gree here.  The  major  was  taken 
in  English,  the  minor  in  French.  Her 
finishing  touches  on  the  M.  A.  degree 
are  now  being  applied.  Her  efficiency 
as  a teacher  is  well  known.  Her 
Business  instruction  is  successful  re- 
gardless of  the  fact  that  shd  says.

Rumblings

Utah  university  is  now  in  the  van 
of  the  other  western  division  college 
basketball  teams  with  six  victories 
and  two  defeats.  The  champion  Utah 
Aggies  follow  with  five  victories  and 
three  defeats,  and  then  come  our 
ever  trying  Cougars  with  four  wins 
and  four  losses. 

There  is  a great  possibility  that 
two  or  even  three  clubs  will  be 
tied  at  the  end  of  the  season,  and 
much  of  the  muddle  will  be 
straightened  out  this  week-end 
when  the  league  leading  Utes 
travel  to  Bozeman  to  tangle  with 
the  Montana  State  Bobcats  in  a 
two-game  series.  The  Aggies 
won  two  games  with  the  Bobcats 
on  the  northern  floor  while  the 
Cougars  split  their  series  with 
Coach  Dy che’s  men,  and  the  Utes 
will  be  lucky,  indeed  to  split  or 
win  two  games  from  the  north- 
erners. 

Conceding  that  Utah  wins  one 
game  and  loses  one  to  the  Bobcats, 
that  will  leave  them  with  seven  wins 
and  three  loses.  Then  if  the  Cougars 
come  along  and  tip  them  off  twice 
as  well  as  sticking  the  Aggies  nose 
farther  down  the  league  standing  by 
taking  two  games  from  them,  the 
Mormons  will  be  sitting  pretty  with 
a recond  of  eight  wins  and  four 
losses  with  the  Utes  and  Aggies  at  a 
standstill  with  seven  wins  and  five 
. loses. 


On  the  other  hand,  if  the  Cou- 
gars knock  over  the  Dick  Rom- 
ney clan  in  their  two  games  here 
in  Provo,  and  lose  one  to  Utah, 
a tie  will  exist  if  the  Montana 
Bobcats  are  successful  in  taking 
two  games  from  the  Utes.  The 
three  clubs  would  then  be  tied 
with  seven  wins  and  five  losses. 


However,  it  seems  much  the  safest, 
from  the  Cougar  standpoint  at  least, 
for  the  Mormons  to  take  things  in 
hand  and  see  that  they  administer  a 
few  defeats  during  the  remainder  of 
the  season  without  taking  any  raps 
on  the  chin  themselves.  This  is  by 
far  the  easiest  way  of  escape  from  the 
present  muddle.

Officials  of  the  Tausigs 
and  Cougar  Errants  have  gladly  ac- 
cepted the  opportunity  of  having  their 
basketball  teams  play  on  this  occasion 
instead  of  Friday  afternoon  when 
thep  were  previously  scheduled  to 
play.  Both  teams  have  gone  through 
a strenuous  season  of  competition  and 
are  now  leading  the  winter  league. 
Much  rivalry  has  evidenced  itself, 
and  both  teams  will  fight.

Staging  a sensational  rally  after  the 
Utah  Aggies  had  gained  a lead  of  16 
points  by  virtue  of  winning  the  first 
four  matches  of  the  evening,  the 
Brigham  Young  university  wrestlers 
gained  a tie  with  their  opponents 
Monday  night  in  the  Men’s  Gym  by 
winning  the  last  four  matches  and 
garnering  a total  of  16  points  through 
two  decisions  and  two  matches  won 
by  Captain  Iman.  Hales  and  Cliff 
Rutherford,  by  reason  of  falls. 

The  Aggies  started  out  strong 
when  Jimmy  Castill,  Aggie  115- 
pounder  threw  Kyle  Clark,  Cougar 
frosh  hope,  just  before  the  ten  min- 
utes had  elapsed,  and,  although  the 
wrestling  had  been  close  throughout 
the  victory  of  Castill  brought  the 
Aggies  five  points.  Neff  Smart  gave 
the  veteran  Dean  McAlister  plenty  of 
competition  in  the  125-pound  division, 
but  was  unable  to  cope  with  the  little 
extra  weight  McAlister  had,  and  was 
on  the  bottom  too  often  during  the 
match  to  win  a decision.
